provide those conveniences 
and comforts of living suitable| 
to and consistent with the 
parents’ reasonable mode of 
life. "Members of the family" 
will be considered to mean! 
those persons whom the father| 
or mother is under moral or le- 
gal obilgation to support. 

In the absence of evidence 
indicating the contrary, depen- 
dencey will be held to exist 
when the monthly income from 
sources proper to consider does 
not exceed: (a) $80 for a mother 
or father (not living together); | 
(b) $135 for a mother and father 
Giving . together); (c) The 
amounts stated in (a) or (b) 
plus $35 for each additional 
member of the family. whose 
support is to be considered. It 
must be definitely understood 
that the amounts stated are not 
controlling in any tase but are 
to be used only as prima facie 
evidence. Each claim is subject 
to adjudication upon the facts 
therof in the light of the gov- 
erning legal principles sum- 
marized in this paragraph.

The remarriage of-a mother 
or father does not, per se, bar 
entitlement but is prima facie 
evidence that dependency has 
ceased. If dependency still ex- 
ists after ramarriage, proof of 
such marriage together with an 
affidavit of income and ex- 
penses should be submitted to 
the Veterans Administration.
